Absent voter's ballots postmnarked after
11:59 p.m of the day imediately preceding the election returned to
the election authority too late to be delivered to the proper polling
pl ace before the closing of the polls on the day of election shall be
endorsed by the person receiving the same with the day and hour of
recei pt and shall be safely kept unopened by the election authority
for the period of tine required for the preservation of ballots used
at such election, and shall then, without being opened, be destroyed
in like manner as the used ballots of such el ection

(b) Al absent voters' ballots received by the election
authority after 12:00 noon on election day or too late for delivery
to the proper polling place before the closing of the polls on
el ection day, except ballots returned by mail postmarked after
m dni ght precedi ng the opening of the polls on election day, shall be
counted in the office of the election authority on the day of the
election after 7:00 p.m Al absent voters' ballots delivered in
error to the wong precinct polling place shall be returned to the
el ection authority and counted under this provision

Such counting shall conmmence no later than 8:00 p.m and shall be
conducted by a panel or panels of election judges appointed in the
manner provided by |law. Such counting shall continue until all absent
voters' ballots received as aforesaid have been counted.

The procedures set forth in Section 19-9 of this Act and Articles

In case the ballot envelope contains duplicate ballots, said
ballots shall not be counted, but shall be narked "Rejected", giving
the reason therefor.

The absent voters' envel opes and certifications and the absent
voters' envelope with its contents unopened, when such absent vote is
rejected shall be retained and preserved in the rmanner as now

Sec. 24C- 1. Purpose. The purpose of this Article is to authorize
the use of Direct Recording Electronic Voting Systens approved by the
State Board of Elections. In a Direct Recording Electronic Voting
System voters cast votes by neans of a ballot display provided with
nmechani cal or el ectro-optical devices that can be activated by the
voters to mark their choices for the candi dates of their preference
and for or against public questions. The voting devices shall be
capable of instantaneously recording the votes, storing the votes,
and tabulating the votes at the precinct or at one or nore counting
stations. This Article does not apply to voting systens w thout
voting defect identification technology capability. This Article
aut horizes the use of Direct Recording Electronic Voting Systens for
both central counting and in-precinct counting applications.

(10 ILCS 5/24C 2 new)

Sec. 24C-2. Definitions. As used in this Article:
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"Audit trail" mnmeans a continuous trail of evidence 1inking
individual transactions related to the vote count with the summary
record of vote totals, but that shall not allow for t he
identification of the voter. It shall permt verification of the
accuracy of the count and detection and correction of problens and
shall provide a record of each step taken in: defining and produci ng

ball ots and generating related software for specific elections;




installing ballots and software; testing systemreadi ness; casting

and tabul ating ballots; and producing reports of vote totals. The
record shall incorporate systemstatus and error nessages generated
during el ection processing, including a | og of nachine activities and
routine and wunusual intervention by authorized and unauthorized
i ndi vi dual s. Al so part of an election audit trail 1s the

docunentation of such itens as ballots delivered and collected,
adm ni strative procedures for systemsecurity, pre-election testing
of voting systens, and nmai nt enance perfornmed on voting equi pnent.

"Ballot" neans an el ectronic audio or video display or any other
nmedi um used to record a voter's choices for the candi dates of his or
her preference and for or agai nst public questions.

"Ball ot configuration" means the particular conbination of
political subdivision or district ballots including, for each
political subdivision or district, the particular conbination of
offices, candidate nanes, and public questions as they appear for
each group of voters who nay cast the sane ballot.

"Bal |l ot i mage" nmeans a correspondi ng representation in electronic
formof the mark or vote position of a ballot.

"Ball ot label" or "ballot screen" neans the display of materia
containing the nanes of offices and candi dates and public questions
to be voted on.

"Central counting" neans the counting of ballots in one or nore
| ocations selected by the election authority for the processing,
counting, or both, of ballots. A location for central counting shal
be within the territorial jurisdiction of the election authority
unl ess there is no suitable tabul ati ng equi prent available within its
territorial jurisdiction, provided, that in any event a counting
location shall be within this State

"Conputer"”, "automatic tabulating equipnment", or "equipnment"
includes (i) apparatus necessary to automatically exam ne and count
votes as designated on ballots and (ii) data processing nachi nes that
can be used for counting ballots and tabul ating results.

"Conput er operator" means any person or persons designated by the
election authority to operate the autonatic tabulating equi pment
during any portion of the vote tallying process in an election, but
shall not include judges of election operating vote tabulating
equi pment in the precinct.

"Conmputer programi or "program neans the set of operating
instructions for the autonmatic tabulating equi pnent that exam nes,
records, counts, tabul ates, canvasses, and prints votes recorded by a
voter on a ballot.

"Direct recording electronic voting system', "voting systeni, or
"system? neans the conbi nati on of equi pnment and prograns that records
votes by means of a ballot display provided with nechanical or
el ectro-optical devices that can be activated by the voter, that
processes the data by means of a conputer program that records
voting data and ballot inages in internal nenory devices, and that
produces a tabulation of the voting data as hard copy or stored in a
removabl e menory devi ce

"Edit listing" nmeans a conputer generated listing of the nanes of
each candi date and public question as they appear in the program for
each precinct.

"I n-precinct counting" means the recording and counting of
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ballots on automatic tabulating equi pment provided by the el ection
authority in the same precinct polling place in which those ballots
have been cast.

"Marking device" neans a pen or simlar device approved by the
State Board of Elections for marking a ballot so as to enable the
ball ot to be recorded, counted, and tabul ated by automatic tabul ating
equi prent .

"Redundant count" neans a verification of the original conputer
count of ballots by another count using conpatibl e equi pment or ot her
neans as part of a discovery recount.

"Separate ballot" neans a separate page or display screen of the
ballot that is clearly defined and distinguishable from other
portions of the ballot.

"Voting defect identification" neans the capability to detect
overvoted ballots or ballots that cannot be read by the autonatic
t abul ati ng equi prent .

"Voting defect" means an overvoted ballot or a ballot that cannot
be read by the automatic tabul ati ng equi pnent.

"Voting device" or "voting nmchine" neans an apparatus that
contains the ballot |abel or ballot screen and allows the voter to
record his or her vote.

(10 I LCS 5/ 24C 3 new)

Sec. 24C-3. Adoption, experinentation, or abandonment of Direct
Recordi ng El ectronic Voting System boundaries of precincts; notice.
Except as otherwi se provided in this Section, any county board, board

Each booth
shall be placed so that the entrance to each booth faces a wall in a
manner that no judge of election or pollwatcher is able to observe a
voter casting a ballot.

When a Direct Recording
El ectronic Voting Systemis to be used in a forthcom ng el ection, the
el ection authority may provide, for the purpose of instructing voters
in the election, one denonstrator Direct Recording Electronic Voting
System unit for placenent in any public library within the politica
subdivision where the election occurs. |f the placenent of a
denonstrator takes place it shall be nmade available at | east 30 days
before the el ection.

Sec. 24C-6. Ballot information; arrangenent; absentee ball ots;
spoiled ballots. The ballot information shall, as far as
practicable, be in the order of arrangenment provided for paper
bal |l ots, except that the information may be in vertical or horizontal
rows or on a nunber of separate pages or display screens.

Ballots for all public questions to be voted on should be
provided in a simlar nmanner and nust be arranged on the ballot in
the places provided for those purposes. Al  public questions,
i ncl udi ng but not limted to public questions calling for a

constitutional convention, constitutional anendment, or judicia

retention, shall be placed on the ballot separate and apart from
candi dat es. Ballots for all public questions shall be clearly
desi gnated by borders or different color screens. More than one
anendnent to the constitution nay be placed on the sane portion of
the ballot sheet. Constitutional convention or constitutiona

amendrment propositions shall be placed on a separate portion of the
bal | ot and desi gnated by borders or unique color screens, unless
otherwise provided by adnmnistrative rule of the State Board of
El ections. Mre than one public question nmay be placed on the sane
portion of the ballot. Mre than one proposition for retention of
judges in office may be placed on the same portion of the ballot.




Bel ow the nane of the last candidate listed for an office shal
be a space or spaces in which the name of a candi date or candi dates
may be witten in or recorded by the voter. The nunber of wite-in
lines for an office shall equal the nunber of candidates for which a
voter nay vote.

The party affiliation, if any, of each candidate or the word

"i ndependent", where applicable, shall appear near or under the
candi date's nane, and the nanes of candidates for the same office
shall be listed vertically under the title of that office. In the

case of nonpartisan elections for officers of political subdivisions,
unl ess the statute or an ordi nance adopted pursuant to Article VII of

the Illinois Constitution requires otherw se, the listing of
nonparti san candi dates shall not include any party or "independent"
designation. In prinmary elections, a separate ballot, shall be used

for each political party holding a primary, with the ballot arranged
to include nanes of the candidates of the party and public questions
and other propositions to be voted upon on the day of the prinmary
el ecti on.

If the ballot includes both candidates for office and public
guestions or propositions to be voted on, the election official in
charge of the election shall divide the ballot in sections for
"Candi dat es" and "Public Questions", or separate ballots may be used.

Any el ection authority using a Drect Recording El ectronic Voting
System may use voting systens approved for use under Articles 24A or
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24B of this Code in conducting absentee voting in the office of the
el ection authority or voted by mail.

Any voter who spoils his or her ballot, makes an error, or has a
ballot rejected by the automatic tabulating equipnment shall be
provided a neans of correcting the ballot or obtaining a new ball ot
prior to leaving the polling place.

(10 ILCS 5/24C- 6.1 new

Sec. 24C-6.1. Security designation. In all elections conducted
under this Article, ballots shall have a security designation. In
preci ncts where nore than one ball ot configuration may be voted upon
ball ots shall have a different security designation for each ballot
configuration. | f a precinct has only one possible ballot
configuration, the ballots nmust have a security designation to
identify the precinct and the election. Wiere ballots fromnore than
one precinct are being tabulated, the ballots fromeach precinct nust
be clearly identified; official results shall not be generated unless
the precinct identification for any precinct corresponds. Wen the
tabulating equipnent being used requires entering the pr ogram
i mediately before tabulating the ballots for each precinct, the
precinct program nmay be used. The Direct Recording Electronic Voting
System shall be designed to ensure that the proper ballot is selected
for each polling place and that the format can be matched to the
software or firmvare required to interpret it correctly. The system
shall provide a neans of progranm ng each piece of equipnent to
reflect the ballot requirements of the election and shall include a
nmeans for wvalidating the correctness of the programand of the
programis installation in the equi pnent or in a progranmable nenory
devi de.




(10 I LCS 5/24C 7 new)

Sec. 24C-7. Wite-in ballots. A Direct Recording El ectronic
Voting System shall provide an acceptable nethod for a voter to vote
for a person whose nane does not appear on the ballot using the sane
apparatus used to record votes for candi dates whose nane do appear on
the ballot. El ection authorities utilizing D rect Recor di ng
El ectronic Voting Systens shall not use separate wite-in ballots.

Sec. 24C- 8. Preparation for use; conparison of ballots;

equi prent;  pol | wat chers. The county clerk or board of election

conmi ssioners shall cause the approved Direct Recording Electronic
Voting System equi pment to be delivered to the polling places. Before
the opening of the polls, all Drect Recording El ectronic Voting
System devi ces shall provide a printed record of the follow ng, upon
verification of the authenticity of the comands by a judge of
election: the election's identification data, the equipnment's unit
identification, the ballot's format identification, the contents of
each active candidate register by office and of each active public
guestion register showing that they contain all zeros, all ballot
fields that can be used to invoke special voting options, and other
information needed to ensure the readi ness of the equi pment, and to
acconmodat e adm nistrative reporting requirenments.

The Direct Recording Electronic Voting System shall provide a
neans of opening the polling place and readying the equi prent for the
casting of ballots. Those neans shall incorporate a security seal, a
password, or a data code recognition capability to prevent
i nadvertent or unauthorized actuation of the poll-opening function
If nore than one step is required, it shall enforce their execution
in the proper sequence.

Pol | wat chers as provided by |aw shall be permitted to closely
observe the judges in these procedures and to periodically inspect
the Direct Recording Electronic Voting System equi pnent when not in
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use by the voters.

(10 ILCS 5/24C 9 new)

Sec. 24C 9. Testing of Direct Recording El ectronic Voting System
equi prent and prograns; custody of prograns, test materials, and
bal | ot s. Prior to the public test, the election authority shal
conduct an errorless pre-test of the Direct Recording Electronic
Voting System equipnent and prograns to determne that they will
correctly detect voting defects and count the votes cast for all
offices and all public questions. On any day not |ess than 5 days
prior to the election day, the election authority shall publicly test
the Direct Recording Electronic Voting System equi pment and prograns
to determne that they will correctly detect voting defects and count
the votes cast for all offices and on all public questions. Public
notice of the tine and place of the test shall be given at |east 48
hours before the test by publishing the notice in one or nore
newspapers wthin the election urisdiction of the election
authority, if a newspaper is published in that jurisdiction. If a
newspaper is not published in that jurisdiction, notice shall be
published in a newspaper of general circulation in that jurisdiction




Timely witten notice stating the date, tinme, and | ocation of the
public test shall also be provided to the State Board of El ections.
The test shall be open to representatives of the political parties,
the press, representatives of the State Board of Elections, and the
public. The test shall be conducted by entering a preaudited group of
ballots marked to record a predeterm ned nunber of valid votes for
each candi date and on each public question, and shall include for
each office one or nore ballots having votes exceedi ng the nunber
allowed by lawto test the ability of the automatic tabulating
equi pment to reject the votes. The test shall al so i nclude produci ng

an edit listing. |In those election jurisdictions where in-precinct
counting equi pnent is used, a public test of both the equipnment and
program shall be conducted as nearly as possible in the manner

prescri bed above.

The State Board of Elections may select as mnany election
jurisdictions that the Board deens advisable in the interests of the
election process of this State to order a special test of the
automatic tabulating equipnment and program before any regul ar

el ecti on. The Board may order a special test in any election
jurisdiction where, during the preceding 12 nont hs, conput er
programmng errors or other errors in the use of the systemresulted
in vote tabulation errors. Not less than 30 days before any

election, the State Board of Elections shall provide witten notice
to those selected jurisdictions of its intent to conduct a test.
Wthin 5 days of receipt of the State Board of Elections' witten
notice of intent to conduct a test, the selected jurisdictions shal

forward to the principal office of the State Board of Elections a
copy of all specinen ballots. The State Board of Elections' tests
shall be conducted and conpleted not |ess than 2 days before the
public test using testing nmaterials supplied by the Board and under
the supervision of the Board, and the Board shall reinburse the
election authority for the reasonable cost of conputer time required
to conduct the special test. After an errorless test, materials used
in the public test, including the program if appropriate, shall be
seal ed and remain sealed until the test is run again on el ection day.
If any error is detected, the cause of the error shall be determ ned
and corrected, and an errorless public test shall be nade before the
automatic tabul ating equi pnent is approved. Each election authority
shall file a seal ed copy of each tested programto be used within its
jurisdiction at an election wth the State Board of El ections before
the election. The Board shall secure the program or prograns of each
election jurisdiction so filed in its office for the 60 days
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following the canvass and proclamation of election results. At the
expiration of that time, if no election contest or appeal is pending
in an election jurisdiction, the Board shall return the sealed
programor prograns to the election authority of the jurisdiction
Except where in-precinct counting equi pment is used, the test shal
be repeated i nmedi ately before the start of the official counting of

the ballots, in the same mnanner as set forth above. After the
conpl etion of the count, the test shall be re-run using the sane
pr ogram I medi ately after the re-run, all material used in testing

the program and the programs shall be seal ed and retained under the




custody of the election authority for a period of 60 days. At the
expiration of that time the election authority shall destroy the
voted ballots, together wth all unused ballots returned fromthe
precincts, provided, that if any contest of election is pending at
the time in which the ballots may be required as evidence and the
el ection authority has notice of the contest, the ballots shall not
be destroyed wuntil after the contest is finally determined. |If the
use of back-up equi pnent becones necessary, the same testing required
for the original equi pnent shall be conduct ed.

(10 ILCS 5/24C 10 new)

Sec. 24C-10. Recording of votes by Direct Recording Electronic
Voting Systens. Wienever a Direct Recording El ectronic Voting System
is used to automatically record and count the votes on ballots, the
provisions of this Section shall apply. A voter shall cast a proper
vote on a ballot by marking the designated area for the casting of a
vote for any party or candidate or for or against any public
question. For this purpose, a mark is an intentional selection of
the designated area on the ballot by appropriate nmeans and that is
not ot herwi se an identifying nmark.

(10 ILCS 5/24C 11 new)

Sec. 24C-11. Functional requirenents. In an election jurisdiction
whi ch has adopted a Direct Recording Electronic Voting System the
system shall, 1in addition to satisfying the other requirenents of
this Article, performthe follow ng functions:

(1) Provide a voter in a primary election with the neans of

casting a ballot containing votes for any and all candidates of
the party or parties of his or her choice, and for any and al

non- parti san candi dates and public questions. In a genera
election, the system shall provide the voter wth neans of

sel ecting the appropriate nunber of candidates for any office and
of voting on any public question on the ballot for which he or
she is entitled to vote.

(2) If a voter is not entitled to vote for particular
candi dates or public questions appearing on the ballot, the
system shall prevent the selections of the prohibited votes.

(3) Once the voter has selected a proper ballot, the system
devices shall provide a neans of enabling the recording of votes
and the casting of the ballot.

(4) Systemvoting devices shall provide Ilabels indicating
the nanmes of every candidate and the text of every public
qguestion on the voter's ballot. Each label shall identify the
selection button or switch or the active area of the ballot
associated with it. The devices shall enable the voter to vote
for any and all candi dates and public questions appearing on the
ballot in any | egal nunber and conbi nation. The voter shall be
able to delete or change his or her sel ections before the ball ot
is cast. A neans shall be provided to indicate each selection
after it has been nade or cancel ed.

(5) System voting devices shall provide a neans for the
voter to signify that the selection of candidates and public
questions has been conpleted. Upon activation, the system shal
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record an image of the conpleted ballot, shall increment the




proper ballot position registers, and shall signify to the voter
that the ballot has been cast. The systemshall then prevent any
further attenpt to vote until it has been reset or re-enabled by
a judge of election.

(6) Each system voting device shall be equipped with a
public counter that can be set to zero prior to the opening of
the polling place and that records the nunber of ballots cast
during that particular election. The count er shal | be
incremented only by the casting of a ballot. The counter shal
be designed to prevent disabling or resetting by other than
aut hori zed persons after the polls close. The counter shall be
visible to all judges of election so long as the device is
installed at the polling place.

(7) Each system voting device shall be equipped with a
protective counter that records all of the testing and election
ballots cast since the unit was built. This counter shall be
designed so that its readi ng cannot be changed by any cause ot her
than the casting of a ballot. The protective counter shall be
i ncapable of ever being reset and shall be visible at all tines
when the device is configured for testing, maintenance, or
el ecti on use.

(8) Al systemdevices shall provide a neans of preventing
further voting once the polling place has closed and after al

eligible wvoters have vot ed. The means of control shal
incorporate a visible indication of system status. The device
shall preclude the re-opening once the poll closing has been

conpl eted for that election

(9) The systemshall produce a printed summary report of
the votes cast wupon each voting device. Until the proper
sequence of events associated with closing the polling place has
been conpleted, the system shall not allowthe printing of a
report or the extraction of data. The printed report shall also
contain all system audit information required by the election
authority. Data shall not be altered or otherwi se destroyed by
report generation and the systemshall ensure the integrity and
security of data for a period of at least 6 nonths after the
polI's cl ose.

(10) If nore than one voting device is used in a polling
place, the system shall provide a neans to manual |y or
electronically consolidate the data fromall such units into a
single report even if different voting systenms are used to record
absent ee ball ots.

(11) System functions shall be inplenmented such that
unaut hori zed access to them is prevented and the execution of
authorized functions in an inproper sequence is precluded.
System functions shall be executable only in the intended nanner

and order and only under the intended conditions. If the
preconditions to a system function have not been net, the
function shall be precluded from executing by the systenis
control | ogic.

(12) Al systemvoting devices shall incorporate at |east 3

nenories in the machine itself and in its progranmable nenory
devi ces.

(13) The systemshall include capabilities of recordi ng and
reporting the date and tine of normal and abnormal events and of
nmai nt ai ni ng a pernmanent record of audit information that cannot
be turned off. Provisions shall be nade to detect and record




significant events (e.g., casting a ballot, error conditions that
cannot be disposed of by the system itself, time-dependent or
programmed events that occur wthout the intervention of the
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voter or a judge of election).

(14) The system nust maintain an i mage of each ballot that
is cast such that records of individual ballots are mai ntai ned by
a subsystem independent and distinct from the nmain vote
detection, interpretation, processing, and reporting path. The
electronic inmages of each ballot nust protect the integrity of
the data and the anonynity of each voter, for exanple, by neans
of storage location scranbling. The ballot inage records nay be
ei t her nmachi ne-readabl e, nanually transcribed, or both, at the
di scretion of the election authority.

(15) The system shall include built-in test, measurenent,
and di agnostic software and hardware for detecting and reporting
the systems status and degree of operability.

(16) The system shall contain provisions for naintaining
the integrity of nmenory voting and audit data during an election
and for a period of at least 6 nonths thereafter and shal
provide the neans for creating an audit trail

(17) The system shall be designed to permt blind or
visually inpaired voters, as well as physically disabled voters,
to exercise their right to vote in private and wi t hout
assi st ance.

(10 I LCS 5/24C 12 new)

Sec. 24C-12. Procedures for counting and tallying of ballots. In
an election jurisdiction where a Direct Recording Electronic Voting
System is wused, the procedures in this Section for counting and
tallying the ballots shall apply.

Bef ore the opening of the polls, the judges of elections shal
assenble the voting equi pnent and devices and turn the equi pnent on.
The judges shall, if necessary, take steps to actuate the voting
devices and counting equipnment by inserting into the equi pnment and
voting devices appropriate data cards contai ni ng passwords and data
codes that wll select the proper ballot formats for that polling
place and that will prevent inadvertent or unauthorized actuation of
the poll-opening function. Before voting begins and before ballots
are entered into the voting devices, the udges of election shal
cause to be printed a record of the following: (i) the election's
identification data, (ii) the device's unit identification, (iii) the
ballot's format identification, (iv) the contents of each active
candidate register by office and of each active public question
regi ster showing that they contain all zeros, (v) all ballot fields
that can be used to invoke special voting options, and (vi) other
i nfornmati on needed to ensure the readi ness of the equipnent and to
acconmodate admnistrative reporting requirenents. The judges nust
al so check to be sure that the totals are all zeros in the counting
columms and in the public counter affixed to the voting devices.

After the judges have determned that a person is qualified to
vote, the judges shall enable a voting device to be used by the voter
and the proper ballot to which the voter is entitled shall be
sel ect ed. The ballot my then be cast by the voter by marking by




appropriate neans the designated area of the ballot for the casting
of a vote for any candidate or for or against any public question.
The voter shall be able to vote for any and all candi dates and public
neasur es appearing on the ballot in any | egal nunber and conbination
and the voter shall be able to delete or change his or her selections
before the ballot is cast. The voter shall be able to select
candi dat es whose nanes do not appear upon the ballot for any office
by entering electronically as many nanes of candi dates as the voter
is entitled to select for each office.

Upon conpleting his or her selection of candidates or public
guestions, the voter shall signify that voting has been conpl eted by
activating the appropriate button, switch, or active area of the
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ball ot screen associated wth end of voting. Upon activation, the
voting systemshall record an i mage of the conpleted ballot, shal
increment the proper ballot position registers, and shall signify to

the voter that the ballot has been cast. The voter shall exit the
voting station and the voting system shall prevent any further
attenpt to vote until it has been re-activated by the judges of
el ecti on.

Throughout the el ection day and before the closing of the polls,
no person nmay check any vote totals for any candidate or public
guestion on the voting or counting equi pnment. The equi pnment shall be
programmed so that no person nay reset the equi pnent for reentry of
bal | ots unl ess provided a code froman authorized representative of
the el ection authority.

In election urisdictions that deliver absentee ballots to the
precinct polling place to be counted by the precinct judges of
election, the absentee ballots shall be examined i Mmediately after
the closing of the polls by the precinct judges of election to
determne that the ballots conply with Sections 19-9 and 20-9 of this
Code and are entitled to be counted and deposited in the ball ot box.

Those ballots entitled to be counted shall be initialed by the
precinct judges of election and deposited in the ballot box. Those
not entitled to be counted and deposited in the ballot box shall be

marked "Rejected" and disposed of as provided in Sections 19-9 and
20- 9.

The precinct judges of election shall then open the ballot box
and count the nunber of absentee ballots therein to determne if the
nunber agrees with the nunber of absent voters voting as shown by the
applications for absentee ballot or, if the sane do not agree, the
judges shall nake the ballots agree wth the applications for
absentee ballot in the manner provided by Section 17-18 of the Code.
The judges of election shall then exam ne all absentee ballots in the
ballot box to determne whether the ballots, including ballot card
envel opes where applicable, contain the initials of a precinct judge

of election. If any ballot or ballot card envelope is not initialed,
it shall be marked on the back "Defective", initialed by all judges
i medi ately under the word "Defective", and not counted. The judges
of election shall place an initialed blank official ballot in the
pl ace of the defective ballot so that the count of the ballots to be
count ed wi |l be the sanme, and each "Defective Ballot" and

"Repl acenment" ballot shall contain the sane serial nunber which shal




be placed thereon by the judges of election, comrencing with nunber 1
and continui ng consecutively for the ballots of that kind in that

preci nct. The original "Defective" ballot shall be placed in the
"Defective Ball ot Envel ope" provided for that purpose.
The judges of election shall then examne all absentee ballots

entitled to be counted for wite-in votes. Wen the voter has cast a
wite-in vote, the judges of election shall conpare the wite-in vote
with the votes on the ballot to determ ne whether the wite-in
results in an overvote for any office. 1In case of an overvote for
any office, the judges of election, consisting in each case of at
| east one judge of election of each of the 2 major political parties,
shall nake a true duplicate ballot of all votes on the ballot except
for the office which is overvoted. The original ballot upon which
there is an overvote shall be clearly labeled "Overvoted Ballot", and
each such "Overvoted Ballot" as well as its "Replacenent" shal

contain the sane serial nunber which shall be placed thereon by the
judges of election, comencing with nunber 1 and conti nui ng
consecutively for the ballots of that kind in that precinct. The
"Overvoted Ballot" shall be placed in an envel ope provided for that
purpose labeled "Duplicate Ballot" envelope and the judges of
el ection shall initial the "Replacenent” ballots and shall place them
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with the other ballots to be counted. Absentee ballots containing
wite-in votes marked in the place designated therefor and contai ning
the initials of a precinct judge of election and not resulting in an
overvote and otherw se conplying with the election |aws as to marki ng
shal | be count ed.

If the election jurisdiction chooses to count absentee ballots
using Direct Recording Electronic Voting Systemvoting devices, the
judges of election, consisting in each case of at |east one judge of
el ection of each of the 2 major political parties, shall nmake the
true duplicate of the ballot by transferring all votes other than
overvotes into the Direct Recording Electronic Voting System voting
devi ces. If the election jurisdiction chooses to count absentee
bal | ot s using equi pnment of a systemother than a Direct Recording
Electronic Voting System the judges of election shall count those
ball ots in accordance with the provisions of Article 24A or 24B of
this Code, as the case may be. The judges of election shall then
deposit such absentee ballots in the ballot box.

If any absentee ballot is to be counted using equiprment of a
system other than a Direct Recording Electronic Voting Systemand is
danmaged or defective so that it cannot properly be counted by the
equi prent, the judges of election, consisting in each case of at
| east one judge of election of each of the 2 major political parties,

shall nmake a true duplicate ballot of all votes on the ballot in
accordance wth the provisions of Article 24A or Article 24B, as the
case may be. If a damaged ballot, the original ballot shall be
clearly |abeled "Damaged Ballot" and the ballot so produced shall be
clearly labeled "Duplicate Damaged Ballot", and each shall contain
the sanme serial nunber which shall be placed by the judges of

el ection, beginning with nunber 1 and continuing consecutively for
the ballots of that kind in the precinct. The judges of election
shall initial the "Duplicate Damaged Ballot" ballot and shall enter




t he duplicate danaged ball ot into the autonatic tabul ati ng equi pnent.
The "Damaged Ballots" shall be placed in the "Duplicated Ballots"
envel ope.

The precinct judges of election shall check the public register
to determine whether the nunber of ballots counted by the voting
equi prent agrees with the nunber of voters voting as shown by the

applications for ballot. If the same do not agree, the judges of
election shall inmmediately contact the offices of the election
authority in charge of the election for further instructions. |If the

nunber of ballots counted by the voting equi pnent agrees with the
nunber of voters voting as shown by the application for ballot, the
nunber shall be listed on the "Statenent of Ballots" form provided by
the el ection authority.

The totals for all candi dates and propositions shall be tabul ated
and 4 copies of a "Certificate of Results" shall be printed by the
automati c tabul ati ng equi pnent. ne copy shall be posted in a
conspi cuous place inside the polling place and every effort shall be
nmade by the judges of election to provide a copy for each authorized
pol | wat cher or other official authorized to be present in the polling
pl ace to observe the counting of ballots. In no case shall the nunber
of copies to be made available to pollwatchers be fewer than 4 chosen
by lot by the judges of election. In addition, sufficient time shal
be provided by the judges of election to the pollwatchers to all ow
themto copy information fromthe copy that has been posted.

If instructed by the election authority, the judges of election
shal |l cause the tabulated returns to be transmtted electronically to
the offices of the election authority via nodemor other electronic
nedi um

The precinct judges of election shall select a bi-partisan team
of 2 judges, who shall inmrediately return the ballots in a seal ed
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container, along with all other election materials and equi pnent as
instructed by the election authority; provided, however, that the
contai ner nust first be sealed by the election judges wth filanent
tape or other approved sealing devices provided for the purpose in a
nmanner that the ballots cannot be renoved fromthe contai ner without
breaking the seal or filament tape and di sturbing any signatures
affixed by the election judges to the container. The election
authority shall Kkeep the office of the election authority, or any
recei ving stations designated by the authority, open for at least 12
consecutive hours after the polls close or until the ballots and

election material and equipnent from all precincts wthin the
jurisdiction of the election authority have been returned to the
el ection authority. Ballots and election nmaterials and equi pnent

returned to the office of the election authority that are not signed
and sealed as required by | aw shall not be accepted by the el ection
authority until the judges returning the ballots nake and sign the
necessary corrections. Upon acceptance of the ballots and el ection
materials and equipnent by the election authority, the judges
returning the ballots shall take a receipt signed by the election
authority and stanped with the tine and date of the return. The
el ection judges whose duty it is to return any ballots and election
materials and equi pnent as provided shall, in the event the ballots,




materials, or equipnment cannot be found when needed, on proper
request, produce the receipt that they are to take as above provided.

(10 ILCS 5/24C 13 new)

Sec. 24C-13. Proceedings at location for central counting;
enpl oyees; approval of list. Al'l proceedings at the |ocation for
central counting shall be under the direction of the county clerk or
board of election conm ssioners. Except for any specially trained
technicians required for the operation of the Direct Recording
El ectronic Voting System the enpl oyees at the counting station shal
be equally divided between nenbers of the 2 major political parties
and all duties performed by the enployees shall be by teans
consi sting of an equal nunber of nenbers of each political party.
Thirty days before an election the county clerk or board of election
comm ssioners shall submt to the county chairman of the county
central conmittee of each political party, for his or her approval or
di sapproval, a list of persons of his or her party proposed to be
enployed. |If a chairman fails to notify the election authority of
his or her disapproval of any proposed enpl oyee within a period of 10
days thereafter, the list shall be deened approved.

(10 ILCS 5/24C 14 new)

Sec. 24C14. Tabulating votes; direction; presence of public;
conputer operator's |og and canvass. The procedure for tabulating
the votes by the Direct Recording Electronic Voting Systemshall be
under the direction of the election authority and shall conform to
the requirements of the Direct Recording Electronic Voting System
During any election-related activity using the automatic D rect
Recording El ectronic Voting System equi pnment, the election authority
shall nake a reasonable effort to dedicate the -equipnent to vote
processing to ensure the security and integrity of the system

A reasonable nunber of pollwatchers shall be adnmitted to the
counting location. Persons nmay observe the tabul ating process at the
discretion of the election authority; however, at | east one
representative of each established political party and authorized
agents of the State Board of El ections shall be pernitted to observe

this process at all tines. No persons except those enpl oyed and
aut horized for the purpose shall touch any ballot, ballot box,
return, or equipnent.

The conputer operator shall be designated by the election

authority and shall be sworn as a deputy of the election authority.
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In conducting the vote tabul ati on and canvass, the conputer operator
nmust naintain a | og which shall include the followi ng information

(1) alterations made to prograns associated with the vote
counting process;

(2) if applicable, console nmessages relating to the program
and the respective responses nmade by the operator;

(3) the starting tine for each precinct counted, the nunber
of ballots counted for each precinct, any equi pment probl ens and,
insofar as practicable, the nunber of i nvalid security
desi gnati ons encountered during that count; and

(4) <changes and repairs nade to the equi pnent during the
vote tabul ati on and canvass.

The conputer operator's |og and canvass shall be available for




public inspection in the office of the election authority for a
period of 60 days followi ng the proclamation of election results. A
copy of the conputer operator's log and the canvass shall be
transmtted to the State Board of Elections upon its request and at
its expense.

(10 ILCS 5/24C 15 new)

Sec. 24C-15. Oficial return of precinct; check of totals; audit.
The precinct return printed by the Direct Recording Electronic Voting
System tabul ating equi pnent shall include the nunber of ballots cast
and votes cast for each candidate and public question and shal
constitute the official return of each precinct. In those el ection
jurisdictions that choose to count absent voter's ballots in the
office of the election authority, absentee ballots may be tabul ated
with or without a precinct designation. 1In addition to the precinct
return, t he el ection authority shall provide the nunber of
applications for ballots in each precinct, the total nunber of
ball ots counted in each precinct for each political subdivision and
district, and the nunber of registered voters in each precinct. The
election authority shall check the totals shown by the precinct
return and, if there is an obvious discrepancy regarding the total
nunber of votes cast in any precinct, shall have the ballots for that
precinct audited to correct the return. The procedures for this
audit shall apply prior to and after the proclamation is conpleted;
however, after the proclanmation of results, the election authority
nust obtain a court order to unseal voted ballots except for el ection
contests and di scovery recounts. The certificate of results, that
has been prepared and signed by the judges of election in the polling
place after the ballots have been tabul ated, shall be the docunent
used for the canvass of votes for the precinct. Whenever a
di screpancy exi sts during the canvass of votes between the unofficia
results and the certificate of results, or whenever a discrepancy
exi sts during the canvass of votes between the certificate of results
and the set of totals reflected on the certificate of results, the
ballots for that precinct shall be audited to correct the return

Prior to the proclamation, the election authority shall test the
voting devices and equipment in 5% of the precincts within the
election jurisdiction. The precincts to be tested shall be selected
after election day on a randombasis by the election authority, so
that every precinct in the election jurisdiction has an equa
nmat henmati cal chance of being selected. The State Board of Elections
shal | design a standard and scientific random net hod of sel ecting the
precincts that are to be tested, and the el ection authority shall be
required to use that nethod. The State Board of Elections, the
State's Attorney and other appropriate | aw enforcenent agencies, the
chai r man of the county central conmittee of each established
political party, and qualified civic organizations shall be given
prior witten notice of the tinme and place of the random sel ecti on
procedure and rmay be represented at the procedure.
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The test shall be conducted by entering a preaudited group of
ballots marked to record a predeterm ned nunber of valid votes for
each candi date and on each public question, and shall include for
each office one or nore ballots that have votes in excess of the




nunber allowed by law to test the ability of the equipnent to reject
those votes. |If any error is detected, the cause shall be detern ned
and corrected, and an errorless count shall be nmade prior to the
official canvass and procl anation of election results.

The State Board of Elections, the State's Attorney and other
appropriate law enforcenent agencies, the chairman of the county
central comittee of each established political party, and qualified
civic organizations shall be given prior witten notice of the tine
and place of the test and nay be represented at the test.

The results of this post-election test shall be treated in the
sane nanner and have the sanme effect as the results of the discovery
procedures set forth in Section 22-9.1 of this Code. Upon conpl etion

(11) It will be suitably designed for the purpose used, be
durably constructed, and be designed for safety, accuracy, and
ef ficiency.

(12) It will be designed to accommodate the needs of
el derly, handi capped, and di sabl ed voters.

(13) It will enable a voter to vote for a person whose nane
does not appear on the ballot.

(14) 1t wll be designed to ensure that vote recording
devices or electronic tabulating equi pnent that count votes at
the precinct will not be capable of reporting vote totals before
the close of the polls.

(15) It will provide an audit trail.

The State Board of Elections is authorized to wthdraw its

No vendor, person, or other entity may sell, lease, or loan a

Direct Recording Electronic Voting Systemor system conponent to any

election jurisdiction unless the systemor system conponent is first

approved by the State Board of Elections pursuant to this Section.
